[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] A lower case equipped with the attachment means to the part for attachment 
automatic in the car. and the upper case which covers the front of said lower case, The 
glasses clip attached to the front of said upper case, and opening and closing said three 
persons are mutually supported to revolve with each lower end edge in ** and others, and 
according to the rotation in a predetermined angle, **/- closed - the card and glasses holder 
characterized by having constituted each state maintenance possible and having a means to 
make glasses hold a means to make a card hold, between said upper case and a glasses clip, 
between said lower case and an upper case. 

[Claim 2] Said card maintenance means is a part of pocket prepared in the front of the lower 
case, or pocket a projection part to form, and [ said glasses maintenance means ] The card 
and glasses holder according to claim 1 characterized by being what pinched between the 
elastic members prepared in the front of an upper case, and the glasses clip back, 
respectively. 

[Claim 3] said **/- closed - Claim 1 characterized by performing each state maintenance by 
the stop means by the elastic member and the concavo-convex relation which boiled, 
respectively and was prepared which it had, respectively between a lower case and an upper 
case and between the upper case and the glasses clip, and a card and a glasses holder given 
in 2. 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the instrument which makes goods hold in the 
vehicle interior of a room of a car. 
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[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In the vehicle interior of a room of a car, while a driver or a fellow 
passenger gets on, there is an opportunity to treat various goods, but in order to arrange those 
goods skillfully and to make them hold in the vehicle interior of a room of the limited space, 
various devices are made from the former, and various kinds of holding fixtures suitable for 
each goods are developed and put in practical use. 

[0003] For what is operated, sunglasses are necessaries. Therefore, the glasses holder which 
makes the glasses containing sunglasses hold as the aforementioned holding fixture already 
exists. 

[0004] On the other hand although the diffusion rate of the latest various cards is remarkable 
and almost all men are walking around with the card of the remarkable kind maintenance of 
the card published also in the vehicle interior of a room at an expressway card, the member 
card of a gas station, or the gate of a highway - it is already put in practical use also about the 
card holder with a required card which divides and comes out and makes this hold, 
[0005] 

[Problem to be solved by the invention] However, if the holder was prepared separately, 
respectively and various kinds of goods were made to hold, the vehicle interior of a room will 
become full of holders. So, in this invention, it is considered as the thing of one, maintaining 
the structure of being easy to use each for an aforementioned glasses holder and an 
aforementioned card holder, and, further, as this is attached to the place which does not 
become the obstacle of the car interior of a room, it is going to offer it. 
[0006] 

[Means for solving problem] The lower case which is equipped with the attachment means to 
the part for attachment automatic in the car according to this invention in the above-mentioned 
technical problem. The upper case which covers the front of said lower case, and the glasses 
clip attached to the front of said upper case. Opening and closing in ** and others, said three 
persons are mutually supported to revolve with each lower end edge, and according to the 
rotation in a predetermined angle, *7- closed - each state maintenance is constituted 
possible and it can solve by considering it as the card and glasses holder equipped with a 
means to make glasses hold a means to make a card hold, between said upper case and a 
glasses clip, between said lower case and the upper case. 

[0007] Moreover, in the preceding clause, the above-mentioned technical problem [ said card 
maintenance means ] It is the projection part which forms a part of pocket prepared in the front 
of the lower case, or pocket, and said glasses maintenance means is solved by supposing that 
it is what is pinched between the elastic members prepared in the front of an upper case, and 
the glasses clip back, respectively. 

[0008] furthermore - setting the above-mentioned technical problem in the preceding clause 
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and a beforehand clause - said **/- closed - [ each state maintenance ] It is solvable by 
being carried out by the stop means by the concavo-convex relation prepared in the elastic 
member and each which it had between a lower case and an upper case and between 
APPAKESU and a glasses clip, respectively. 
[0009] 

[Mode for carrying out the invention] The lower case which this invention equips with the 
attachment means to the part for attachment automatic in the car, Three persons of the upper 
case which covers the front, and the glasses clip attached to the front of this upper case in 
piles It supports to revolve with each lower end edge mutually, and rotation and opening and 
closing of a predetermined angle assemble possible, and are equipped with a means to make 
glasses hold a means to make a card hold, between an upper case and a glasses clip again, 
between a lower case and an upper case. 

[0010] [ form / a card maintenance means / in the front of a lower case / a pocket-like attaching 
part ] Or if locked by the stop means of the concavo-convex relation which it carried out 
whether the L character type attaching part of one pair of right and left which constitute a part 
of pocket would be prepared, insertion maintenance of the card was carried out, and after card 
insertion closed the upper case, and was formed in both sides An exterior is also arranged 
shapely and a card seems not to jump out of it with the oscillating shock of vehicles etc. 
[0011] The glasses maintenance means can adhere elastic material, such as sponge, to the 
front of an upper case, and the glasses clip back by methods, such as pasting, Temple (vine) 
of glasses can be made to be able to pinch between these elastic material, and, moreover, 
positive maintenance can be performed with closing and locking a glasses clip, without 
damaging glasses. 

[0012] Elastic means, such as a spring installed between the lower case, between upper cases 
and an upper case, and the glasses clip, respectively, and sponge, [ the stop means of a 
concavo-convex relation established between the lower case, between upper cases and an 
upper case, and the glasses clip, respectively ] If the open state and the open state where it 
closed can be maintained, respectively and the press button etc. is prepared about mutual 
physical relationship, the operation can perform easy switching operation now, and 
maintenance and extraction operation of a card, glasses, sunglasses, etc. will become easy. 
[0013] 

[Working example] According to Drawings, the example of this invention is explained hereafter. 
Drawing 1 is the explanatory view of the goods holder of this invention. It is the fundamental 
structure which is used 1 being the main part of a card and a glasses holder, and consisting of 
three portions supported to revolve mutually, being able to rotate mutually to a predetermined 
angle, making it rotate at the time of needlessness, and a main part's 1 closing each lower end 
edge, and opening at the time of necessity.

[0014] 1 1 is the lower case of the basic portion, and it is the plate to which the edge was made 
to rise. It is formed by resin, such as ABS, equip the back with the portion which attaches the 
below-mentioned visor clip for attachment, and the cross-sectional L character-like guide 11c 
is made to project in the direction of the front symmetrically in the front, and it forms so that a 
card 20 can be inserted among both guides. 1 1b is a card holder button and is structure which 
was installed in one from the upper end of the lower case 1 1 to the front and for which it 
projects and is a part, and it has a cut on both sides so that it may change by press and a lock 
may be canceled, while locking the edge of the below-mentioned upper case. 
[0015] 12 is a middle upper case, is a letter of a cover which has the swelling which covers the 
front of said lower case 1 1 , and is fomied by the same resin as a lower case 1 1 . The lower end 
edge is supported to revolve possible [ rotation ] in the lower end edge of a lower case 11. The 
state was explained in drawing 2 . 1 la is the axis made to project [ in the thickness of the 
portion which turned further lower end marginal right and left of the lower case 1 1 below, and 
installed them, respectively ] towards an inner side, respectively from right and left, and is 
made to insert in the boss (not shown) which formed both axes in lower end right and left of an 
upper case 12. 

[0016] When return to drawing 1 again, the projection 12c for a lock is formed in the upper end 
of an upper case 12 as a stop means, an upper case 12 is rotated and it closes to a lower case 

1 1, It serves to maintain the state where it entered and closed to the engagement crevice 1 1c 
of the undersurface of the card holder button 1 1 b of a lower case 1 1 . 

[0017] The spring 3 is installed between the lower end parts of each of a lower case 1 1 and an 
upper case 12. He can understand the state by the partial side sectional view shown in 
drawing 3 . When an upper case 12 is rotated and it closes to a lower case 1 1 , When the card 
holder button lib is pressed from the state which this spring 3 resists in the operation direction 
of a spring, and is compressed, therefore was closed. In connection with Projection 12c 
seceding from the engagement crevice 11c, the energization power of a spring 3 acts in the 
direction which an upper case 12 is rotated in the direction of arrow F, is made to estrange 
from a lower case 1 1 , and carries out an opening for card insertion or extraction. 
[0018] In drawing 1 , 13 is a glasses clip. It is the form which covers a part of front of said 
upper case 12, and forms by the same resin as a lower case 1 1 . The lower end edge is 
supported to revolve possible [ rotation ] in the lower end edge of an upper case 12. The state 
was explained in drawing 2 . 13a is the axis made to project towards right and left, respectively 
from the lower end marginal left and right laterals of the glasses clip 13, and is made to insert 
in the boss (not shown) which formed both axes in lower end right and left of an upper case 
12. 

[0019] It returns to drawing 1 again and tabular sponge 4 is stuck on the front of an upper case 

12, and the rear surface of the glasses clip 13, respectively. Before and after this, a pair of 
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sponge 4 protects the portion of Temple (vine) 30a of the sunglasses 30 held so that it may be 
pinched between the front of an upper case 12, and the rear surface of the glasses clip 13, and 
a maintenance state is maintained. 

[0020] When the glasses holder button 12d which can be pressed is formed in one by using 
Fulcrum 12p as a fulcrum in the front of the upper case 12, the glasses clip 13 is rotated and it 
closes to an upper case 12, The projection 13e which made the engagement crevice 12e 
prepared in the this glasses holder button [ 12d ] lower part end face and the back side level 
difference part of the glasses clip 13 project towards the upper part is engaged, and it is locked 
mutually. Moreover, when the glasses clip button 12d is pressed from the state which the 
aforementioned sponge 4 has the thickness which is compressed mutually, and is constituted 
when [ this ] it closes, therefore was closed. In connection with Projection 13e seceding from 
the engagement crevice 12e, the mutual resiliency of a pair of sponge 4 acts in the direction 
which is made to rotate the glasses clip 13 and is made to estrange from an upper case 12. 
[0021] The angle at the time of rotation of a lower case 1 1 , an upper case 12, and the glasses 
clip 13 to open was shown in the side sectional view of drawing 4 . In this example, the angle 
at the time of opening to the maximum of a lower case 1 1 and an upper case 12 About 40 
degrees, And the angle at the time of opening to the maximum of an upper case 12 and the 
glasses clip 13 is made into about 25 degrees, and, as for this angle, rotation is regulated 
because the lowest edge of each part contacts mutually. 

[0022] 2 is a visor clip. It is for making an elastic wire rod crooked, being formed, while 
attaching to the back of a lower case 1 1 , having a pair of ends 2a, and the end 2b of another 
side which pinches the sun visor of vehicles etc. between the backs of a lower case 1 1 , and 
attaching to the part for attachment in vehicles. The example of an attachment state was 
shown in drawing 6 . In this figure, 40 is a sun visor. 

[0023] Thus, the card and glasses holder of constituted this invention are used as follows. As 
shown in drawing 5 , the end 2a of right and left of the visor clip 2 is inserted in the direction of 
arrow A, and is attached to 1 1f of crevices of right and left of the back of a lower case 1 1 . And 
it attaches in the direction of arrow B like drawing 6 at the sun visor 40 of vehicles using the 
elasticity of the end 2b of insertion and the visor clip 2. 

[0024] When the place for attachment is a wall surface [, such as not a sun visor but a 
dashboard side, or the side of a console ]-like place, as Arrow C showed, the back of a lower 
case 1 1 is stuck on an object side by the pressure sensitive adhesive doudle coated tape 6 at 
drawing 5 . 

[0025] Thus, if the card holder button lib of the main part 1 of the attached card and glasses 
holder is pressed The projection 12c of an upper case 12 secedes from the engagement 
crevice 1 1c of a lower case 1 1 , according to the energization power of a spring 3, rotate an 
upper case 12, it is made to estrange from a lower case 1 1 , and a mutual portion carries out

an opening. [ can make a card 20 insert and hold among projection 11c of the shape of an L 
character of one pair of right and left, and / after ] like the direction of arrow D of drawing 1 if 
after insertion resists the applied force of a spring 3 and an upper case 12 is closed again 
Projection 12c and the engagement crevice 11c can stop, and it can lock in eyelid completely 
closure to a lower case 11. 

[0026] Next, if the glasses clip button 12d is pressed, it will follow on Projection 13e seceding 
from the engagement crevice 12e. Since rotate the glasses clip 13, it is made to estrange from 
an upper case 12 and the meantime carries out an opening by the mutual resiliency of a pair of 
sponge 4 As Temple (vine) 30a which the glasses 30, such as sunglasses, folded up is put 
here, insert like the arrow E of drawing 1 and it is made to hold, and the 1 3th page of a glasses 
clip is pressed and closed. The glasses clip 13 is again locked by engagement to Projection 
13e and the engagement crevice 12e, and moreover, Temple (vine) 30a of glasses 30 is held 
certainly, without being pinched from order and getting damaged with sponge 4. 
[0027] Although the elastic member which uses as a spring the elastic member installed 
between a lower case 11 and an upper case 12, and is installed between an upper case 12 
and the glasses clip 13 made the sponge 4 for glasses maintenance make it serve a double 
purpose in the above example It is convenient, whether it is both springs or uses elastic 
material, such as sponge. 
[0028] 

[Effect of the Invention] The inside [ according to this invention as mentioned above ] of the 
holder for arrangement maintenance of vehicle indoor goods, [ consider it as the thing of one, 
maintaining the structure where each tends to use a glasses holder and a card holder, and / 
this ] further since it was made to be attached to the place which does not become the 
obstacle of the car interior of a room Arrangement order of the car interior of a room is 
performed exactly, can take out a required thing simply easily, and is useful also for safe 
driving.
